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Castie Pincaner, in the harbor of Charleston, to which 
post the Custom-house ‘sas recently heen removed, is thus spo- 
ken of ina letter from an officer of the United States Army, 
published in the Winchester Republican ;— 

“Castle Pinckney, where I am stationed, is a small, but 
strong castellated fortification, built upon a marsh, a small por- 
tion of which has been ee that purpose, It is with- 
in 12 or 14 hundred yards of CMrleston, and commands the 
city. The walls are seven or eight feet in thickness, having 
embrasures for musketry, and defended by eight twenty-four 
pounders, two twelves, two sixes, and a ten inch howizer. 
Others are to be added, which wil) make the place almost im- 
pregnable. Here, if matters come to the worst, the first blow 
will be struck, and dreadful will be the destruction to the brave 
and generous Carolinians if their infatuation shall urge them 
to the rash step. 

“The castle is defended by two companies of artillery, under 
the command of captains Saunders and Patrick. 

“ There is scarcely any intercourse between the officers and 
either of the parties in the city. Under other circumstances, 
this would be a pleasant post, as our boat plies twice a day 
between this and Charleston, which would ailord me an oppor- 
tunity of visiting the city as offen as I wished. One great 
disadvantage is, that there is not room enough for exercise—the 
whole space beyond the reach ef the tide not being much more 
than half an aere. The marsh, however, is fast filling up with 
oyster shells, which in afew years will afford a firm founda- 
tion. 

“Fort Moultrie is situated on Sullivan's Island, about five 
miles from Charleston; and, until the recent belligerent attitude 
of South Carolina, was ip rather a defenceless condition. 
They are now repairing the fort, manning it with ordinance of 
various calib:°, and surrounding it with piquets for infantry. 
The island is thickly studded with houses, built exclusively for 
summer residences; whither the fashion, the beauty, and the 
chivalry of Charleston congregate every summer, to enjoy the 
fine sea breeze, and perhaps sea bathing. The dwellings, sur- 
rounded by piazzas—the palmetto, the boast and pride of the 
Carolinians—the Spanish bayonet, (an evergreen from 10 to 15 
feet high)—the soft, elastic atmosphere—altogether produced 
such an impression upon me that FE could very readily imagine 
myself in some oriental villace, so entirely different was every 
thing from what I have been accustomed to.”

It has always been the policy in imperial and 
kingly governments, to talk much about Na- 


tional glory, National wealth, and National im- | 


provement. The splendid victories, high titles, 
and refinement of the “iianer onpERS” are 
sounded forth by the governments and their pa- 
rasites; this is answered by the degraded sub- 
ject, who, while he cries rire /e roi, “long live 
the king,” knows not why he does so, and for 
the most partis at a loss for bread for his hun- 
gry family. Under such governments, the sub- 
jects are amused with carnivals, masquerades, 
military parades, imposing and splendid reli- 
gious ceremonies, and national sonzs. 

This course is pursued by men in power, to 
keep the “common people,” the “ LowER OR- 
pers,” from thinking, from reasoning, from 
watching the movements of Emperors, Kings, 
Dukes, Lords, and other villains, who are flee- 
cing the poor. 
all our boasted liberty and freedom, that there are 
many men in our owa country who, in their way, 
are pursuing the same course. In viewing the

and glory of all nations as such, so is the misery 
of the poor increased. We propose to draw aside 
the veil. We propose to make an attempt to 
dissipate the enchantment which distance lends 
to the view. We leave the crown, the coronet, 
the palaces, and all the efittering mockery which 
hides the rottenness within ber borders from the 
view of men who are “hankering after the 
fleshpots of despotic power.” We leave such 
things for the contemplation of those who “sigh 
for butter in a lordly dish.” We will go where 
the poor are “ steeped to the lips”? in filth and 
wretchedness, and deep degradation. We shall 
produce a picture which ought to make any man 
blush to be the author of that sentence, ‘ MWit- 
ness the Splendid Example of England,” unless 
his heart were adamant, and his face case har- 
dened stecl. 

As a general remark, we observe that for a 
long series of years, £9) per cent., or nearly one 
half of the population of England and Wales, 
(6,000,000,) have been without the means of a 
mere subsistence, and have been humbled to the 
condition of paupers, during some portion of the 
year, suing for relief from those who hold the 
property of the kingdom. = Three millions of En- 
glishmen are, throughout the year, relieved in 
the workhouses, or from the poor rates.”

Dr. Smith, of 
the Leeds ‘nfirmary, says his attention was first 
drawn to “his subject TWELVE YEARS since, in 
consequeice of the unusual number of causes of 
deformiy of the lower extremities, sent from a 
neighluring MANUFACTURING TOWN. Ile says 
his sirprise ceased when he ascertained the 
number of hours they were compelled to labor. 
Ancther English writer says that itis proved on 
undoubted authority, that children of very tender 
ages are compelled to work in mills from 12 to
